He had refreshments at | 
the miserable home of the squaw widow, 
Se Cot, and soon took a fancy to her | 
danghter, Wi-ne-ma, then 15 years old, | 
and famous in that region as the best 
looking and most ayrecable Indian girl 
in California. Riddle got money in gold 
mining in southern Oregon and soon 
married the handsome Modoc girl. The | 
couple took up their abode near the 
gold diggings, and the young wife be- 
gan to learn her husband’s language. | 
While she visited her savage brothers 
and sisters occasionally and bore them 
gifts she became weaned to the life and | 
thought of white people. But she never 
dared, on pain of assussination or poison- 
ing, to reveal her change of faith or tc 
show that she really loved a white man. 
In 1860, when gold was discovered in 
large quantities in the Klamath region 
and thousands of venturesome Ameri- 
cans rushed through northern California 
and across the lava beds, the anger of | 
the Modocs was roused to fullest pitch | 
by the lawlessness of the invading | 
whites. In June, 1800, the Modocs lured 
14 gold miners into a narrow canyon, |

and there, after uuspeakable cruelties, 
extending over two days, let the white | 
men die. The news of the murders by 
the Modocs got abroad a month later 
and sect on fire the whole white popula- 
tion of northern California and southern 
Oregon. 

In August a band of 75 whites left 
Yreka, Cal, to punish the Modoc sav- 
ages for the act. The avengers were led | 


by Benjamin Wrigrt, an old meuntain- 
eer, Who bad hunted and fought Indians 
with Kit Carson, Jim Beckwith, John 
Scott and Jim Bridger. After a long 
chaso through the rough country, which 
was not productive of good results, the 
chefs were imvited to meet the whites 
and make a treaty. This they agreed tc 
do, and the warring parties went intc 
camp near each other on Lost river, the 
Indians oufpumbering the white men by 
three to one. Early on the morning cf 
the conference a young Modoc squaw, 
breathless, her clothing torn and her 
feet bleeding, came into the Wricht 
camp and asked to sce the leader.

The story of that meeting has been 
told many times. When Meacham was 
attacked by the bloodthirsty Sconchin, 
Wi-ne-ma threw herself on the savage 
and begged him to spare the life of her 
white friend. Others coming up, Wi-ne- 
ma ran from warrior to warrior, turn- 
ing aside their weapons. At last one of 
many bullets struck Meacham senseless, 
and the quick witted squaw turned 
aside the weapon aimed to finish his 
life, with the words, ‘‘Him dead; ne 
use shoot.’’ Sconchin tried to scalf 
Meacham, when Wi-ne-ma grasped the 
knife. The enraged buck struck her a 
terrible blow, «almost knocking her 
senseless. Again the wit of the woman 
came into play. ‘The soldiers are com- 
ing up!’ she cried, and the next mo- 
ment a detachment of troops did appear. 
Amid cursis from the enraged troopers, 
a dozen weapons were leveled at the 
breast of the brave squaw. Looking the 
mounted men straight in the face, she 
cried: ‘No shoot me! I tried to save 
them!’ Then came from the ranks the 
words of an enlisted man, “‘The man 
who harms her 17) kil.”’ 

The same day Wi-ne-ma’s husband, 
Riddle, was riding horseback and was 
shot dead from arnbush by a Modoc. 
The body was dragyed many miles over 
the trail by the frightened horse. When 
the horse’ stopped, the head and shoul- 
ders of the coprse were so horribly mu- 
tilated that the body was unrecogniza- 
ble. Then the three little children of 
Wi-ne-ma and Riddle were murdered as 
they slept and their bodies burned in 
the rude family dwelling.

Manure For Asparagus. 


What manures are best for asparagus 
where it is difficult to obtain stable 
manure is a question often asked. It is 
answered as follows in American Gar- 
dening: 

What manures are best to use depends 
in some measure on the condition of the 
soil itself. If the latter be loose and 
well filled with humus, we can well get 
along without stable manure and may 
put our sole reliance on fertilizers. But 
after that comes the the question of the 
exact state of fertility of the soil. If 
there be plenty of potash already in the 
soil, a good superphosphate would prob- 
ably give good results, and it may be 
used at the rate of from 250 pounds per 
acre upward. In most cases, however, 
we will have have to apply potash in 
some form if we desire the best results, 
and there is nothing better than wood 
ashes, or perhaps cottonseed hull ashes. 
If these cannot be had, mauriate of pot- 
ash may be used. Tobacco refuse would 
also be a good thing to supply the pot- 
ash. Wood ashes may be used at the rate

ed. Here may be used turnip seed, crim 
son clover or barley and peas sown from 
horseback ahead of the cultivator. This 
last cultivation should be at least tw 
weeks later than the. time usually se 
lected for ‘‘laying by"’ the corn. If the 
corn has not been planted too thickly 
and the land is keptin proper tilth and 
is fairly fertile, a large quantity of val 
uable fall feed may be secured from thy 
same land that grew the corn. 


Reclaiming Salt Meadows. 
The New Jersey state geologist, after 
a study of the Holland dikes and drain 
age system, proposes to use his know! 
edge by diking and draining the Hack 
ensack and Newark salt meadows. Thes 
comprise 27,000 acres, and if they can 
be made cultivated land they will be 
exceedingly valuable, owing to the near 
ness to New York and the other large 
cities on the New Jersey side.

Utilizing Wave Power. 

B. Morley Fletcher, aa associate mem- 
ber of the British Institute of Civil En- 
gineers, has been engaged for some time 
in carrying on experiments in England 
looking to the utilization of the force 
developed by the rise and fall of the 
waves of the sea. Many attempts have 
been made to use this enormous power 
for mechanical purposes, and it has been

estimated that a very small fraction of 
the energy developed in the sea by the 
winds would suffice for all human 
needs, Mr. Fletcher has) sueceeded in

promises to be of real utility 
purposes. 

The machine is 
ranged in an ingeniGus manner, so that 
the waves shall work it up and down. 
and the force of the stream of water thus 
propelled may be used either directly for 
operating engines or be carried to reser- 
voirs and used from these for producing 
energy. Mr. Fletcher's machine consists, 
first. of a strong metal rod, the lower end 
of which is held stationary at a fixed dis- 
tance from the bottom 
means of chains and anchors.

on the rod is a Ing, round hollow float, 
shaped like a cheesebox. Attached to the 
lower side of this float, one on either 
side of the central rod, are the barrels of 
two Jong pumps whose piston rods are 
made fast to a cross-piece on the central 
rod below.

CANADIAN NEWS. 


Montreal, March 30.—The Dominion 
government have passed an order-in- 
couneil granting $300,000 to the Grand 
Trunk railway for the extension of 
Victoria bridge over the St. Lawr nee, 
and this has been supplemented by a 
grant of $150,000 from the provincial 
government. One of the engincers left 
by the steamship Campana Saturday 
to submit plans and spetications to 
the board In England. The work is 
to be. commenced by May Ist 
and completed by October, 18us. The 
extension includes double tracking for 
railway purposes, constructing double 
electric railway tracks and a road and 
footway. The subsidies amount to 30 
per cent of the estimated cost. 

Toronto, April 1—The Globe's Que- 
bee correspondent says : “Although the 
delegate’s mandate has not been given 
to newspapers for publication, a theo- 
logian from the University, assures 
your correspondent, the document goes 
further than Mgr. del Val has full 
power to look into every detail of his 
mission and to settle it without refer- 
ring his report to Rome, and also every 
bishop and priest has to obey him 
with just as much promptitude and 
discipline as if he were the Pope him- 
self.

Since its importance first began to be 
felt this gum bas exerted an increasing 
influence upon the spread of civilization, 
especially along the Amazon and Ori- 
noco and their tributaries and the great 
streams which pour cut from the interi- 
or of the dark continent. Para, formerly 
an insigniticant village, has grown to be 
a city of 100,000 inhabitants, with mod- 
ern features, and Manaos, up the river, 
is fast following it. India rubber is the 
mainstay of the northern Brazilian 
states, Bolivia anu eastern Peru,—
